The Cal State University and the 
California Faculty Association remain at 
odds over two separate faculty pay rais- 
es — one for the 2008-09 academic year 
and one for the 2009-10 academic year. 

The current union contract, rati- 
fied in June:2006 and extended past its

a “premium” price. 

But, before the*university can move 
forward with the initiative or even con- 
sider the options presented by the firm, 
it has to hire an executive director, who 
will ultimately determine the structure 
of a program that will receive more 
than $1 million in initial funding from 
the CSU’s 23 campuses. 

Each campus has pledged a one- 
time $50,000 contribution to support 
the public university’s jump into the 
online world. 

“The form of this will develop as we 
get this person in place,” CSU spokes- 


‘man Erik Fallis said, stressing that the 
program was still in its initial stages. 
“Everything is on hold until they find 
this person.” 

The CSU announced the position 
in late August and a consulting firm 
presented the university’s Technology 
Steering Committee (TSC) with 12 ver- 
sions of an online university in late July. 

These included a _ full-fledged, 
degree-granting online university 
dubbed CSU Online, a master’s de- 
gree-granting university, which would 
also offer an “executive” master’s of 
business administration degree at a 


~“premium” price, and, CSU Quick 


Start, a program focused on California 


June 2010 expiration, included these 
pay raises, but a renegotiation clause 
allowed the CSU to block them based 
on economic conditions. 

A sticking point involved in the 
negotiation of these raises is a fac- 
ulty equity increase, according to Teri 
Yamada, Cal State Long Beach CFA 
president. 

The equity increase would give a 
small group of faculty members an ad- 
ditional $20 million the first year and 
$10 million for the subsequent year, 
Yamada said. ; 

Although a Sept. 6 neutral fact- 
finder report recommended the CSU 
implement this 1.3 percent equity in- 
crease, the CSU disagrees with the 
report. 

“Tt would be inappropriate for the 
CSU to award a $20 million increase 
for a small group of faculty when the 
CSU has lost almost $600 million 
in state funding,” Erik Fallis, a: CSU 
spokesman, said. “The CSU is not in

Apple announced its 
former CEO’s death 
on Wednesday.

Steve Jobs, the face of Apple, died 
Wednesday in Palo Alto, Calif. — a 
day after the iPhone 4S announcement 
was made. He was 56. 

Jobs had been battling a form of pan- 
creatic cancér known as islet cell neu- 
roendocrine tumor. He announced for 
the first time that he had a surgery to 
remove a cancerous tumor in the sum- 
mer of 2004. Jobs then underwent a 
liver transplant in 2009 and took three 
leaves of absence before handing the 
company over to Tim Cook in August. 

“He was the one who moved the 


world,’ said- Yoon Kim, a Cal State - 


Long Beach. psychology major. “I 
don’t know how [Tim Cook is] going 
to work.” 

Apple posted Wednesday on its

website: “Apple has lost a visionary 
and creative genius, and the world has 
lost an amazing human being. Those 


_ of us who have been fortunate enough 


to know and work with Steve have lost 
a dear friend and an inspiring men- 
tor. Steve leaves behind a company. 
that only he could have built, and his 
spirit will forever be the foundation of 
Apple.” 

President Barack Obama paid hom- 
age to Jobs’ creativity and his impor-- 
tant contributions to the digital age. 

“The world has lost a visionary,” 
Obama said in a statement Wednesday, 
“and there may be no greater tribute to 
Steve’s success than the fact that much 
of the world learned of his passing on a 
device he invented.” 

Jobs was born on Feb. 24, 1955. in 
San Francisco. He was given up for 
adoption by Joanne Carole Schieble 
and Abdulfattah Jandali, both graduate 
students at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. Paul and Clara Jobs adopted him. 

Jobs dropped out of Reed College in 
Oregon in 1972 after six months. Al- 
though he was no longer enrolled at the 
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university program 


high school students. 

The different options were created 
by the consulting firm based on a va- 
riety of policy goals set by the TSC, 
including promotion of access to’ the 
CSU, reduction of time it takes to earn 
a degree, and increasing new revenue 
for the cash-strapped university. 

Although the executive director of 
the program will be presented with 
these options, Fallis said some might 
not even be on the university’s radar. 

The CSU stopped accepting ap- 
plications for: “full consideration” on 
Sept. 29 and plans to hire an executive 
director by Oct. 30. 

The CSU also plans to begin mar- 


keting the program by Feb. 1, 2012, 
with a launch date in fall 2012. 

The TSC is an advisory board to the 
CSU chancellor and executive chancel- 
lors on matters related to technology 
and is primarily composed of campus 
presidents, including Cal State Long 
Beach’s F. King Alexander. 

An executive director search com- 
mittee was formed by the TSC in 
September and, although it does not 
include Alexander, Cal State Long 
Beach Associated Students Inc. Trea- 
surer Michael Quibuyen will serve 
on the committee in his capacity as a 
California State Student Association 
representative.

The CFA, however, disagrees. 

“The fact-finder report agrees the 
money is in the system to provide the 
equity raise,” Yamada said. 

Faculty last received a pay increase 
in June 2008 when a 2 percent general 
salary increase was approved, Fallis 
said. 

A general salary increase raises all 
faculty pay while an equity increase 
would involve increasing the salary of 
a few faculty members for a variety of 
reasons. 


“How can you give administration. 


raises when you cannot give faculty 


raises?” Yamada asked, claiming that 
the CSU has raised administrative pay 
since 2008. 

The CSU, however, contends that 
the CFA is wrong when it states faculty 
salaries have essentially stayed “flat” 
while executive salaries increased, Fal- 
lis said. 

According to Fallis, the average sala- 
ry for tenure-track faculty member has 
increased by 33 percent for full-time 
professors, 32 percent for associate 
professors and 44 percent for assistant 
professors since 2008. Full-time lectur- 
ers have also seen their salary go up by 
31 percent, Fallis said. 

As CSU and CFA bargaining con- 
tinues to stall, talks of faculty engag- 
ing in “concerted action” have arisen,

Yamada said. 

While “concerted action” can mean 
a number of things, including a faculty 
strike, that is not the plan, Yamada said. 

Instead, there are plans to initiate 
“informational picket” at CSULB on 
Nov. 9, Yamada said. ; 

Cal State Dominguez Hills also has 
plans for a “concerted action” on Nov. 
17, but the kind of action it turns out 
to be is ultimately the decision of the 
school, Yamada said. 

“Faculty are not a greedy group 
of people,” Yamada said. “Faculty in 
general do not like to strike, they want 
to teach. This is more about respect 
for faculty and how the CSU is dem- 
onstrating a mismanagement of state 
funding.”

Kinesiology therapy student Hil- 
gard Cruz said Jobs cemented a lega- 
cy that will never be forgotten. 

“He’s definitely going to be an 
icon,” Cruz said. “He set high stan- 
dards for people to compete with.” 

Kinesiology graduate student 
Gerardo Martinez said Jobs’ death 
leaves behind uncertainties. 

“We don’t know what’s going to 
happen with Apple,” Martinez said. 
“You don’t think of Apple without 
thinking of Steve Jobs.”

Despite a decrease in the amount 
of catalogs printed this year, there was 
an increase of 1;326insales. . _ 

Prior to the 2010-11 school year, 
SOAR provided catalogs to the stu- 
dents, so the bookstore printed 10,650 
catalogs for 2009-10, but only 3,862 
were purchased when SOAR discontin- 
ued the service. As a result, the remain- 
ing 800 pounds of catalogs were sent to 
the recycling center. 

“Once SOAR stopped providing stu- 
dents with catalogs in their program, no 
one was buying [physical copies] from 
the bookstore,” said Cecile Lindsay, 
vice provost for Academic Affairs. 

Since the online catalog was easier 


Students can also receive flu shots 
at a drug store or an off-campus clinic. 
However, at $15 per flu shot, Dubrall 
said the SHS has the best deal. 

She said, at other locations, flu shots 
can cost $25 or more. 


If students are worried about getting 


the flu because of the flu shot, Dubrall 
said they have nothing to worry about. 

“Tt’s a myth that it gives you the flu,” 
she said. “It’s an inactive virus.” 

Dubrall said it takes 14 days for the 
vaccine to become effective. 

The Center for Disease Control rec- 
ommends that everyone six months and 
older get a flu shot once a year. 

In addition to getting a flu shot, Du- 
brall recommends that students fre- 
quently wash their hands or use hand 
sanitizer, and avoid touching their faces 


to look through and it was free, it made 
sense for the transition to occur, Lind- 
say said. It was also better financially, 
since Lindsay said fier office was “in 
the red” in the 2009-10 school year due 
to the loss of sales. 

“Tt’s not that we couldn’t afford to 
buy the catalogs,” said Jesse Ramirez, 
assistant director of SOAR. “The $62 
fee adjustment [to pay for the program]

This past July, an outside consulting firm 
presented the CSU with various ways to 
implement an online CSU university, which 
would be called CSU Online. The university 
would offer demanding online courses for a 
“premium” price. 

The CSU should absolutely implement an 
online university, especially in times like 
these when many would benefit from it. But, 
there should be a fine line between degrees 
earned online, and degrees earned at a CSU 
campus. 

The online university would offer bachelor 
degrees, along with master degrees and an 
“executive” master of business administration.

After a wild opening week of Big 
West Conference play, the Long Beach 
State women’s soccer team will hope to 


remain as the only unbeaten team in the 


conference this weekend. 

The 49ers will play host to Cal State 
Fullerton on Sunday at George Allen 
Field. Kickoff is scheduled for 3 p.m. 

The ‘Niners (9-3, 2-0 Big West), 
which are riding a six-game unbeaten 
streak, also cracked the National Soccer 
Coaches Association of America 
(NSCAA) poll at No. 23 on Tuesday. 

The feat marked the first time this 
season that the 49ers have been ranked 
~ in the NSCAA top 25. The ‘Niners are 
also the highest ranked team in the Big 
West thanks to a pair of wins over UC 
Santa Barbara and Cal Poly, San Luis 
Obispo last weekend and UC Irvine’s 
surprising 0-1-1 start in conference 
play. : 

UCI, which fell out of the top 25 
rankings for the first time this season, 
was ranked No. 19 before losing to 
the University of the Pacific in double 
overtime and playing to an overtime 
draw against UC Davis. 

Fullerton (6-5-2, 1-1-0 in the Big 
West), however, will be seeking to 
carry its momentum into Sunday’s 
game against The Beach after notching 
a 2-1 overtime victory over UCSB last 
weekend. 

The last meeting between the 49ers 
and Titans resulted in a 5-2 victory for 
LBSU in the two teams’ only meetin

Fullerton has been playing well as 
of late, though, posting a 5-1-1 record 
in its last seven matches after a dismal 
1-4-1 start. The Titans also had a near 
monumental upset earlier in the season 
as coming up just short in an overtime 
loss to No. 8 Pepperdine. 
Fullerton, ranks fifth in the nine-team 


conference in goals (19) and fourth in 
goals allowed per game (1.08) has also
